HOW WAGES THE BATTIE ! 


Thé (SentineFs Correspondents, on the 
Field, Forecast the Elections 
in the Nine States. 


CINCINNATI, NOV. S.—THE weather is 
delightful, the break of day being her* 
aided by an unclonded sun. 
There is 
every indication around the polls of a 
big vote. At 9:30 a. m. Governor For- 
aker, in company with General Hall, of 
Maine, voted at precinct O, ward 
Twenty-six. 
It was estimated at 10 
o'clock that half of the battle hftd been 
fought. 
At democratic headquarters 
there is complaint of a scarcity of ticket 
holders, 


CitEVELANi», O., Nov. 5.—A more 
quiet election than the one being held 
to-day was never known in this ciiy. 
Thè new law prohibiting ticket peddling 
or loitering at the polls seems to have 
effectually killed off the heeler, and 
done away with fighting and rowdyism 
in the streets. The state ticket is gen- 
erally being voted straight and the 
present indications are that Foraker 
will have a majority of about 5,000 in 
Cuyahoga county. 


TOIIEDO, Nov. 5.—The weather is 
partly cloudy and cool, with a five min- 
utes fall of enow. 
Much interest is 
manifested in the election here, but no 
disturbances have so far occurred. 
About half of the registered vote was 
cast at 1 o'clock. There is considerable 
scratching on the local ticket. 
Camp- 
bell is receiving support of a large num- 
ber of Germans, while there is no evi- 
dence that he will be cut. The normal 
republican vote is being cast. 


VIRGINIA. 


DANVIMJB, Va., Nov. 5.—The weather 
here is lovely and a big vote is being 
polled. The negroes are voting for 
Mahone and the whites for MeKinny. 
Several negroes have been arrested for 
trying to vote more than one ballot. 
A negro tried to vote six ballots folded 
into one. Another negro who was ar- 
rested was armed with pistols. Every- 
thing is Quiet. Danville and North 
Danville will give an unprecedented 
Democratic majority. 
-- NOBFOIÌK, Va., Nov. 6.—The election 
is proceeding quietly but actively. Three 
negroes have been arrestei in two pre- 
cincts in the act of putting double 
tickets in the box. The indication is 
that the democrats will poll the largest 
vote they ever polled in this district. 
The republicans are also active. The 
outlook is that the Democrats will make 
decided gains, over last fall in Norfolk 
and Portsmouth. 


EICHMOND, Va., November 5.—The 
weather this morning was cloudy but 
cold. The indications are that a full 
vote is being polled throughout the 
state. The democrats are voting stead- 
ily. The negroes have not tumen out 
in their usual strength. Up to this 
hour (noon) not a ripple of excitement 
has occurred at the polls, contrary to 
expectations. 


The democrats are confident of vic- 
tory by a large majority. The republi- 
cans are not faltering in their belief of 
success, but will not name figures, al. 
leging that it is too early in the day. 
Much interest is manifested in the elec- 
tions, and business is practically sus. 
pended. 


FEEDERIOKSBUBQ, Va., Nov. 5.—^This 
morning the voters began to appear 
early upon the scene. The first ripple 
of excitement of the day was the voting 
of the anti-Mahone club, composed en- 
tirely of negroes, who went boldly to 
the ballot box, casting about one hun- 
dred votes for the democratic candi- 
dates. 


Following upon the track of these 
came about twenty straight-out republi- 
cans, who voted solidly for McKinney, 
and this had the effect of somewhat de- 
moralizing the republicans for a time, 
but they soon rallied. 


So.far the election has progressed in 
xiuiet 
the exception of a few minor 
^turbances, resulting in a black eye or 
two. W. H. Merchant, junior editor of 
the £f(ar, of this city, received a wound 
in the neck yesterday from one of his 
republican friends in the county, while 
hotly discussing the campaign. 


Democrats are leading here l ^ only a 
small majority. It is considered very 
doubtful if little, the democratic can- 
didate, will be able to carry the city and 
oounty against Griffin, the republican, 
who is very popular and has a strong 
following in the democratic ranks.

A TOUGH OF THE FINGER 


On the Telegraph Key at Washing- 
ton Starts the Maehlneiy tf the 
Southern Exposition. 


6.—By tocuhing 
his finger to a telegraph kejr at the 
white house to-day, the president set the 
machinery of the southern exposition at 
Montgomery, Ala., in motion.

PBISOSi REFORM. 


The annual congress of the National 
Prison association will meet in Nash- 
ville, Tenn., November 16 and continue 
its session for five days. The meetings 
of this association have been growing in 
importance and the public interest in 
them has been increasing of late years 
as the theories advanced by the men 
and women who have given 
deep 
thought to the subject have been de- 
monstarated to be practical in states 
where the proper legislation has been 
secured. 
The Prison association is 
composed of a large nnmber of the most 
enlightened men of the country, who 
meet annually with no object of per- 
sonal gain in view, but simply to discuss 
the best means of carrying out the penal 
laws. 


The old idea that our penal institu- 
tions were only places of punishment is 
gradually giving way to that more hu- 
mane idea that they are places of cor- 
rection, where discipline and work may 
help to reclaim men who Imve once 
transgressed the laws. No enlightened 
man believes that the criminal who has 
once broken the laws may not be taught 
that it is easier and better for him to 
live within the law and become a citizen. 
The old prejudic« against the convict is 
gradually dying out, until it is now pos- 
sible to find reformed convicts holding 
places of responsibility and trust and 
associating with men and women who 
have no fear of contamination by the 
touch.

The Colored. Americans to Hold a Na 
tional Convention in January. 


Mr. S. Thomas Fortune, editor of the 
New York Affe, has issued this call to all 
the members of the Afro-American 
league in this country: 
To the Colored Citizens of the Republic: 


Being convinced that the time is ripe 
for the organization of the National 
Afro-American league, proposed by me 
two years ago, to successfully combat 
the denial of our constitutional and in- 
herent rights, so generally denied or 
abridged throughout tiie republic, and 
being urged to do so by members of 
branch leagues aU over the country, 
I, with much reluctance, issue a call to 
all the branches of the Afro-American 
leagues and invite all clubs and society 
organizations, to secure the rights de- 
nied the race, to meet by their repre- 
sentatives in national convention at 
Nashville, Tenn., Wednesday, January 
15, 1890, for the purpose of organizing 
a national Afro-American league, the 
basis of representation to be three dele- 
gates for every 100 members constitut- 
ing the branch league club or society 
dedring to co-operato in the movement 
for national organizations. Correspond- 
ence from all organization desiring to 
join in. the movement is requested 
Very respectfully, 


S . T H O M A S F O K T U N E . 
"The idea of a national organization 
of the colored people of the United 
States," Mr. Fortune said la.st night, 
"occurred to me two years ago, when I 
was editor of the Freeman. It should 
be built somewhat after the method of 
the Irish league. What the colored 
people desire is organization for their 
best material advancement and to secure 
for themselves, as far as agitation 
through organization can do it, the ces- 
sion of these rights, which are inherit in 
all citizenship by constitutional confer- 
ence,'' 


In an editorial article on the subject, 
which will f4)pear in the Age, on No- 
vember 8, Mr. Fortune will say: 


* 'Goaded on as a people never were 
goaded on before; made the foot ball of 
individual villians and the helpless vic- 
tims of state authority, based on usur- 
pation and maintained by methods at 
which a Turkish Pasha would blush, 
so infamous are they murdered without 
redress, unsettled without provocation, 
rated as babies in carriage and intelli- 
gence, a point has been reached at 
which it behooves Afro American citizens 
to t^ce such measures for self-protection 
as the desperate nature of their griev- 
ances suggest. 


We shall appeal to the best sentiment 
of the American people and we shall not 
appeal in vain. Let us gird up our 
loins for the supreme effort. We shall 
begin now the organised effort against 
the wrong and outrage praotioed upon the 
race ever since the war, and if we aire 
true to ouraelveft we cannot fail.. Let 
the meeting at Nadiville on januaxy 15, 
oontain^ the bigheiBt intdOiigenoe, the 
iMrt lojflliy. tM beirt WMlth of th« 
noe.

THE CAR FAMINE 


B e s l a s t o S b o w Sigrus of W e a k e n i n g 
—Hews a n d C^sslp F r o m t b e 
B u s y Centers. 


Already the car famine, disastrous in 
some respecte, yet gratifying in others, 
has given signs of weakening and it will 
be but a short time before all the roads 
will have plenty of empties in which to 
ship their freight. The fall movement 
of vegetables and fruit is rapidly deling 
and as it will be some time before grain 
begins to move in earnest, there will be 
sufficient time to clear the warehouses 
and depote and prepare for the recep- 
tion of the immense quantity of grain 
that must be moved the coming winter. 
This fall has been an exceptional one in 
at least two respects, viz: the vast 
amount of freight moved and the main- 
tenance of rates. As a consequence the 
roads have reaped an abundant harvest 
and all have been doing a good busi- 
ness. 
It is hard to conjecture what 
might have been the result had traffic 
been light. But on the side of fair- 
mindedness the roads are to be given 
the advantage of the doubt, and the 
supposition held that it was the inten- 
tion of the managements, come ' what 
would, to maintain the rates intact.

The Nickel Plate road'is figuring on 
the purchase of a tract of land near Fos- 
toria, Ohio. If negotiations carry they 
will build an engine house on it, with 
stalls for half a dozen engines, and will 
put in a turn-table. 
Fostoria will be 
made the end of a division in freight 
and passenger traffic. It is quite prob- 
able the thing will be carried out. 


Among the innovations provided for 
by the new rules of the Pennsylvania 
lines west of Pittsburg, which will go 
into effect on the 10th inst., is a regula- 
tion that the headlights of all side- 
tracked engines shall be curtained at 
night. The purpose of this innovation 
is to enable engineers of approaching 
trains to more clearly distinguish switch 
and other lights, and not be blinded and 
confused by the glaie of the headlight. 
In conformity with the new rule, engi- 
neers are being provided with a curtain 
and spring roller, by means of which 
the headlight may be obscured readily 
upon the eng^e taking a side track. 


W. B. Tallman, chief clerk in Super 
intendent 
Metheany's 
office of the 
Grand Eapids road, at Grand Rapids, 
has invented a train signal holder which 
is entirely different in design from any 
thing now in use for this purpose, and 
which will meet a long felt want by 
train men and others. 
It is made of 
galvanized and wrought iron and so 
constructed that, by means of a roller 
incased in a tube, the signal is protect- 
ed when not in actual service from dirt, 
the weather, sun, etc., and when adjust- 
ed for service is displayed at full size, 
so that there can bo no mistaking it by 
engineers and train men for other than 
that it is really intended. Tbe simplic- 
ity of the device commends itself at 
once as being an ingenious and practical 
thing, is inexpensive, and it would 
seem almost indispensable for the use of 
railroads, being especially adapted to 
the use of station agents, section men, 
bridge gangs, etc.

retory of state and the other those of 
the county clerk's. 
The contest prom- 


ises to be long and bitter. 


I*RISO.\ REFORM. 


The annual congress of the National 


Prison association will meet in Nash- 
ville, Tenn,, November 16 and continue 
its session for five days. The meetings 
of this association have been growing in 
importance and the public interest in 
them has been increasing of late years 
as the theories advanced by the men 
and women who have given deep 
thought to the subject have been de- 
monstrated to be practical in states 
where the proper legislation has been 
secured. 
The Prison association is 


composed of a large number of the most 
enlightened men of the country, who 
meet annually with no object of per- 
sonal gain in view, but simply to discuss 
the best means of carrying out the penal 
laws. 


The old idea that our penal institu- 


tions were only places of punishment is 
gradually giving way to that more hu- 
mane idea that they are places of cor- 
rection, where discipline and work may 
heln to reclaim men who have once 
transgressed the laws. No enlightened 
man believes that the criminal who has 
once broken the laws may not be taught 
that it is easier and better for him to 
live within the law and become a citizen. 
Tho old prejudice against the convict is 
gradually dying out, until it is now pos- 
sible to find reformed convicts holding 
places of responsibility and trust and 
associating with men and women who 
have no fear of contamination by the 
touch. 


WHAT A~TITI,K COST*. 


Prince Francis Hartafeld came rather 


high. Before the wedding with Clara 
Hnutington, C. P. Huntingtou depos- 
ited with bis prospective son-in-law's 
trustees 81,750,000 in bonds of the 
United States and other gilt-edged se- 
curities, which he guaranteed to be first- 
class. According to the article of agree- 
ment entered into between Hnntiugtou 
and Hartzfeldt the income from this 
source is to be divided between the 
prince and hip wife, each to receive his 
and her share independently of tho 
other, and tho income is to be paid to 
each just the same in wise of divorce or 
separation.
